IV., 
chap. 74 ; and being compared witli the records of each gaol, furnish a state- 
ment of the amount of crime in the respectire comities in Ireland, as shown 
by the number of persons committed for trial during tlie year 1851. 



Summaries are annexed, sho'ft’ing at one view the total munber of persons 
committed for trial or bailed in each county in Ireland collectively, tlie de- 
scription of offence witli which charged, and the result of the proceedings. 

The Criminal Returns for the year 1851 present a decrease of 6,642 com- 
mittals, or 21-20 per cent, as compared with the iirecedingyear.

Of tlie 17 capital sentences passed in 1851, two were executed, and 14 
commuted to transportation, and one to imprisonment. On comparing the 
number of committals for offences witli the numher convicted for such offences, 
it appears that of the 24,684 committed, 14,377 were convicted, being 58*24 
per cent., and 10,307 acquitted or discharged, being about 41*70 per cent. 
The convictions during the last seven years have rai-ely exceeded an average 
of 45 per cent. Last year the number of acquittals decreased, and a greater 
improvement in the number of convictions occurs this year.
